Far-reaching clauses o£ the 
one-per-cent wage levy bill, 
which have been left for discus¬ 
sion in the Legislature when the 
bill is in the committee stage, 
promise to stir considerable dis¬ 
cussion as examination of the 
bill discloses among other things 
that triple taxation will be 
effected in some instances and 
many classes of incomes ex- 
empted under the Taxation Act 
are to be included in the 
new act. 

The tentacles of taxation have been 1 
spread to embrace hundreds of per¬ 
sons whose incomes previously were 
considered as not of a taxable nature. 

Soldiers, sailors and pensioners of 
the federal and provincial civil service 
come under the new tax. Those who 
provided for old age with the purchase 
of annuities will pay on the full 
amount of the annunltles. 

TAXED THREE TIMES 

Triple taxation will apply In the 
rase of some persons whose Income la 
divided between wages and Investment. 
A man receiving a salary of *3,000 a 
year on which he pays the existing tax 
will continue to pay that tax. Under 
the new bill he will pay also 1 per cent 
of the *3iX)0-iie receives In salary. If 
he Invests a portion of the *3.000 the 
money he makes on the Investment 
will be taxed as Income apart from 
wages. Those Investing In property 
and mortgages from their salaries will 
be particularly hard hit. Those In¬ 
vesting in stocks and bonds out of 
their salaries will pay on any Income 
they receive from this source besides 
having already paid through the ex¬ 
isting Income tax and through the de¬ 
ductions from their pay cheques. 

Examination of the exemption clause 
of the bill indicates this to be thej 
fact. 

EXEMPTION'S 

The exemptions Include Incomes 
from partnerships and corporations 
where the partnerships and corpora¬ 
tions pay income tax. Incomes derived, 
by non-residents from Interest on di¬ 
vidends of any provincial bonds or 
stocks, income from agriculture except 
the sale of stock, Incomes derived 
without the province which Is not used 
in the province, incomes of consuls 
engaged In no other business who are 
citizens of the country they represent. 
Incomes of municipalities, provlncially 
or municipally owned corporations, 
public Institutions, eleemosynary In¬ 
stitutions. public welfare Institutions, 
burying grounds not operated for profit 
and railway and steamship companies 
taxed In other ways. These are ex¬ 
empted in 8ection 42 of the Taxation 
Act with three other classes. 
EXEMPTIONS CANCELLED 

Three classes "f." ”g" and "q” ex¬ 
empted under ordinary taxation but 
not under the new one per cent levy 
are: 

1. Soldiers and sailors on full or 
half pay. 

2. Dominion or provincial pensioners. 

3. Those in receipt of annuities un¬ 
der purchased annuity contracts. Pre¬ 
viously half of the annuities were ex¬ 
empt from taxation. Now the whole 
amount will be taxed. 

The bill indicates that only two 
classes of pensions are exempted where 
the owner receives sufficient Income 
to pay the levy. They are Mothers' | 
Pensions and Old Age Pensions. War. 
pensions are mentioned as exempt from 
taxation as income but theso In any 
event. It Is stated, are exempt from 
taxation under the Federal Pensions 
Act.

taxation measure has Resorted to expedients 
which will go down in the records as prize¬ 
winning specimens of high-pressure official 
buccaneering. Under this legislation many 
people will discover that they are being made 
the objects of triple taxation. 

These victims are wage earners who have 
managed to accumulate savings which they either 
keep in the banks or have invested in various 
ways. Next April they will begin paying the 
one per cent tax on their wages. They also 
are now filling in their forms preliminary to pay¬ 
ing the ordinary provincial income tax. That 
means double taxation. But in addition to all 
this, under the new taxation proposal they must 
pay one per cent of the revenue other than 
wages they have derived from their investments 
or savings in the preceding year. This means 
triple income taxation. It is a penalty on the 
savings and investments of wage earners. 

No wonder the government expects to rake 
in $3,000,000 from this tax. It is surprising 
the legislation has not provided for the collec¬ 
tion of interest on last year’s income tax. Those 
who have reconciled themselves to the payment 
of fresh provincial taxation, with the mental 
reservation to get rid of the government at the 
first opportunity, will be unable to steel them¬ 
selves against this high-handed attempt to take 
not only the contents but also the lining of their 
pockets. Judging by these depredations upon 
the public, the deficit for this year—the amount 
of which never has been divulged—must be 
daggering indeed. 

Aside from this example of tax racketeering 
there are several anomalies in the taxation 
legislation worthy of comment. One is 
the provision for the collection of the wage tax

HE BEGAN WITH THREE CENTS 
The Border Cltlea 8tar 
Cyrus H. K. Curtis, who began his career In 
1862 at the age of twelve with on Investment of 
three cents, who has made many millions In 
magazines and spent many millions for news¬ 
papers. last year unostentatiously gave away more 
than 85.660,000 to educational enterprises. 

That amount is the total of published gifts 
from the world-famous publisher. Undoubtedly 


O NE OF THE CHIEF CONTRIBU- 

tions to the deficit of the Dominion gov¬ 
ernment this year is the decline in customs 
revenue due to a heavy drop in imports. This 
decrease of imports in turn is due considerably 
to the large increases in the customs tariff 
adopted by Parliament at its special session 
last fall. 

To balance its budget the Ottawa govern¬ 
ment is about to increase taxation under various 
heads. It is expected that the sales tax will be 
jumped from one per cent to four per cent, 
a turnover tax is under consideration and there 
may be increases'in the income tax. If the tariff 
be further increased this present session there 
will be a further loss of customs revenue, and a 
further increase of taxation next year. This 
vicious circle will continue as long as the gov¬ 
ernment at Ottawa is permitted to indulge its 
obsession that the way to make Canada pros¬ 
perous is to erect obstacles to its foreign trade. 

Who have been the beneficiaries of this 
mania for enclosing Canada within high tariff 
walls? Not the Canadian people, who are 
•bout to be soaked with fresh taxation to make 
up for the loss of revenue due to declining trade. 
Not the unemployed, who are much larger in 
number now than they were when the new tariff 
schedules were authorized last fall. 

The only possible beneficiaries must be the 
producers of the "protected" commodities, and 
for their benefits the buying public must pay. 
since it is axiomatic that the consumer pays the 
amount of customs duties in addition to the pur¬ 
chase price of commodities protected by this 
means. Thus the public is taxed by protected

tlcularly In the form of pain. The eye 
gets hard and red; the front of the 
eye gets grey and cloudy. This condi¬ 
tion Is called acute glaucoma, and In 
almost every case the person who Is 
concerned goes at once to a physician 
and probably gets prompt relief by 
operation. 

The second form of glaucoma which 
is more serious is the form that re¬ 
sults from gradual obstruction of the 
drainage system; some of the fluid 
gets through, but not all of It. In this 
case the pressure Increases very grad¬ 
ually. The loss of sight also takes 
place gradually. 

An expert physician can look Into 
the eye by the use of the ophthalmo¬ 
scope and determine whether or not 
the pressure has been sufficient to 
cause a depression In the optic nerve 
brad. He can also measure the pres¬ 
sure in the eye by means of an Instru¬ 
ment called the tonometer.

The adequate prospecting of Can¬ 
ada’s mineral poasibllltles may still 
be looked upon as an uuaolved 
problem. The Itinerant prospector 
tapping rocks at random has been 
responsible for the discovery of 
what time proved to be big mines. 
Aerial prospecting companies have 
added to the scope and possibilities 
of the wandering prospector, but no 
prospecting programme, to date, has 
been possible that can more than 
exhaust the fringe of Canada’s areas 
of mineral-bearing possibilities. 
Many plana have been put forward 
and the president of ono of our 
largest banks favors a bonus on 
gold discoveries. 

The unsuccessful prospector would 
be doing work of value if he worked 
systematically and the results of 
his work were recorded. It la hard 
to realize the extent of Canada’s 
Barren Lands—thousands of miles 
of cold, cruel country. A land of 
rocks and water, but without living 
things of any kind. Yet this north¬ 
ern fastness may guard mineral 
treasures. The best plan of having 
this great area systematically proven 
or dlsproven 1* still an open ques¬ 
tion.

Those close to 
the situation believe that the possi¬ 
bility of a large output from this 
territory are likely to cause a further 
weakening In the mid-continent crude 
price structure. 

"It Is understood that oil from east 
Texas Is of good quality and that it Is 
being offered well under posted mid- 
continent prices. Several trunk pipe 
lines are close enough to the new field 
so that, with minor extensions, facili¬ 
ties for handling the oil will be ample. 

"It does not now seem probable that 
any legislative relief Is to be accorded 
the oil industry at this session of Con- 
greas. The original Capper-Oarber Bill, 
has already been greatly modified. 
There appears to be little chance that 
even the modified bill will be passed. 
Even if it were, any relief would be 
only temporary and probably of little 
consequence. We continue to regard 
the outlook for the petroleum Indus¬ 
try as discouraging.”
